MOVIES VS. TV 
WJien radio came in, the prophets foresaw 
the quick demise of the phonograph record- 
Ins industry. But they were wronB. The rec- 
ord business soared to new pealcs, far qutdls- 
tanclns the moderate pre-jtadlo levels. * 

Television's arrival produced similar glum 
forecasts of the death of motion- pictures. 
Who would get out the lar, drive downtown 
, or to ft neighborhood center, hunt lot a pailt- 
Ing spot and go to a movle'when lie could put 
his slippered feet ul) on a hassock and bo 
entertained without leaving hla living room? 

Tor a good while. It looked like there would 
be much more substance to the movie-mak- 
ura' fears. Cinema theaters closed by the 
dozens across the country. The volume of 
business sagged painfully. Qood films seemed 
em Increasing rarity. 

But those who thought the time had come 
to start choosing pallbearers have been con- 
founded by the events of recent months. The 
box office hBs.plclced up sharply. Hollywood, 
recognizing the threat to Its exl^nce, has 
poured energy and talent into pictures with a 
dfit«nnlnfttloR seMom -nniiched in Its erratic 
history. And, in datzllng succession, many of 
these. films have won high ari^cal acclaim. 

In the experts* Judgment, it is this new 
stress on quality; that has turned the tide. 
Careful scanntngi of the box-office figures 
shows the movlti-goer exercising extreme 
selectivity. The gi^d ones he supports with 
Impulsive vigor, long lines outside the big 
metropolitan theaters attest to that. The 
turkeys he lets dl« a lonesome death. 

Television has mid something of the impact 
on movies that'the latter had on the legiti- 
mate theater. Thd fUms destroyed the market 
for run-of-mlne /stage fare. Why see a play 
for a few dollars when you could see a picture 
just as iooA for 40 or 50 cents? 

TV, with Its great spate of studio dramas 
and' Its almost eqibaTxasslng emphasis on old 
films. Is slicing away at the market lor "B" 
pictures. '.The 'family that wonts an evening 
of merely passable.. dramatic' entertainment 
doesn't need to budge frqm the house. 

But thi thirst for' top-grade clnenia ap- 
parently Slus nevef' really abated, in the 
|dramatlo »lrrorlnff.bf lUe, In the creation of 
^Ight-heorted fancy, the. .films, can dCcupy 
a unique place. WlUi unsurpassed Uschnlcal 
facilities, with abundant, resources, with 
cameras that can range the face of the earth, 
toe mortea are equippcd.to^contrlbute to-ort- 
and entertainment in their own special way. 

Too oIter\ in the past !llm-makera have 
sadly underestimated the increasingly dis- 
criminate nature of their audience. Too often 
they have measured their task narrowly. 
,ln terms of superficial entertalnnient routlno- 
ly-and unimaginatively offered. 

■nie recent run of excellent pictures raises 
hope»,that,...wnder_the..spur.of TV. competi- 
tion, they are at lost out to make something 
like a merger or compromise with TV. But a. 
continuance of present trends will- at least, 
assure that this wUl be a meeting of equals, 
the movies are not going to yield by default 
BO long, as- .quality- ^ their Insignia; - - 



PEBON*S"'^ICTbRY'' 
Juan Peron, tiding the crest ol a 2 to 1 
election majority, may be able to contend 
honestly that Argentina's recent voting was 
really fair. But that was oil part of the plot; 
the rigging was done in advance. 

Every dictator yearns for respectability, 
and Pcron is no exception. He would like the 
world to believe he Is actually the choice of 
his people. Perhaps he Is, but this election did 
not prove it. 

For the dlct ator_who_tc5orts-tQ^the forms 
of democracy to enhance his stature still 
finds It necessary to eliminate the Inherent 
risks 01 the democratic method. Pcron took 

' -pwbleni-nleely: 

First of all, he held tight rule over press and 
radio, effectively tliTottllng the opposition's 
voice. Secondly, the Peronlstos. his political 
party, changed the election law to favor 
themselves. 

Beyon_d this, Peron completely Intimi- 
dated and restricted the other parties by a 
variety of devices, not excluding tmptlson- 
ment The leader of the Radical party, no 
democratic rose himself, twice was Jailed for 
showing "disrespect" to Peron. ■ 

The Argentine dictator used the pretext of 
the recent abortive military tevolt to arrest 
many civilian political enemies and frighten 
^itmy more. 

By all these measures Peron assured him- 
self that the election-day resuit3_would_be^ 
-^Ight'- without -uBB cI aoraifl'tacHca like bal- 
lot-box stuffing or fraudulent countUig. He 
won by an agreeable margin— not too flashy, 
but Just t he kind o f majority a reaaongbiy 




-Iwp ula r f e l lo wrii lg n rbB Expected 'lb pile' up.' 
So, theoretically at least, the Argentin- 
ians have Peron for another six years. But 
It would not be sensible to consider this an 
assured fact. For In truth Peron is In a very 
shaky position. 

Puron's reelection, has' fooled no one Rilo 
beUevlnff he is a democratlcolly chosen presi- 
dent. But neither should the fact his elec- 
tion was rigged detclvc anyone Into thinking 
him a dictator of great strength and cun- 

■ ning. In the most realistic sense he Is the 
creature ofUhe armjfy. aptrig the dictator's 
mannerisms but lacking reol power. He could 

' po brought down at a stroke.

It makes It powiblo lor employers and 
employes to write a unlon-ahop agreement without 
lint holding *n election under tiatloual labor lega- 
tions board ausplcei to determine which union. AFL 
or CIO. the workers prefer. 

Although CIO Preildent Philip Murray coflUnuea 
to dtnounce Talt. tUli measuto aaved his bacon 
by preventlnfT ralda on hli unions. It validated all 
CIO agrccmenia made with employers tefore union" 
oltlelal.1 were (orceri in ^lin nnil- communist afllda- 
vlti, It ovtrtnilf a supreme court ruling that these 
controclB were invalid, and would have to bo re- 
negoUated. . 

LOGIC— Had Murray been lorced by the hlsh tri- 
bunal's decl.ilon lo rcunlonlrc many mnsi producUon 
plants now expanding urider the vait rearmament pro. 
gram, he might hove lost some of them to the AFL 
or to the Lewis brother's formidable, catch-eJl orsui- 
luiUon known as district GO. 
Cold Tnft logic led him to back this plan, although 
ncrmi to force workers Into unions they might not 
ant to Join. Experience showed that the unloM had" 
on OS per cent ot the electlonii held by NUIB. So. It 
seemed wise to save both Industrial time and gov- 
ernment money by ellmlnaUng tlis requirement for 
elecUons. 

BIVAUIIES— The other labor relief' measure spon- 
sored by Senator Taft'also hsd the backing of Senator 
Humphrey, who once " heided the Americans lor 
Democratic Action, which represents the Roosevelt 
wing of the party In power.

KLRO elecUon* In the building trades unions. In- 
deed, It aeemed to violate the senera,! philosophy eC 
the Taft-Hartley act by requiring construction work- 
ers to Join the union seven days after they went on 
tlie Job. T-H legislation originally was designed to give 
freedom to employes trom labor unloii domlna- 



OBATITUDE— Taft agreed to the amendment be- 
cau^ construction workers move from Job to Job so 
frequently U It almost Impoulble to hold stable elec- 
tions. But It was fought bltteriy by the AFI^ machin- 
ists and the OlO. which feared It might force their 
members Into rival unions. 

It did. however, cheer the bultdlnR trades unions, 
which compTlso 3,000,000 o( the AFL's* overall mem- 
bership of 8.000,000. In fact, probably In gratitude to 
the senator, Richard J. Qray. head ot the construc- 
tion workers' organlratlon. suggested thai labor take

PATTEB.V— Gray said the admlnlstraUon's labor 
record was lo ""lull ot flam" It might be advisable 
for the workers to "think about votlnit Itepuhllcan."'

The membership gains registered by the rival orRnn- 
Iinlions now will tlx the pattern for many year^ ahead,

Umo peak of 83,000.000 or 70.000,000. 

MANEUVERS— Although "-Mr. Republican" Is best 
known »s lhe--''lnlellectual"-lender-or hls-party on 
capltol hill, these moneuvers nhow ho' also Is 
extremely pracllcnl and hard-boiled politician.
